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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Remarks 

1. Applicants' arguments and amendments, filed on 11/20/2003, have been 
approved and entered. Rejections and/or objections not reiterated from previous office 
actions are hereby withdrawn. The following rejections and/or objections are either 
newly applied or reiterated. They constitute the complete set presently being applied to 
the instant application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more clainns particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 8-11, 42, 93 110, 112-114 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 

paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 

subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. Claims 112-114 are vague and indefinite because they disclose that X6 and X9 
moieties can be hydrogen. However in the structure of W14, X6 and X9 comprise 2 
covalent bonds. Therefore if X6 and X9 where hydrogen, said hydrogen will have 2 
valences which is not possible. 

4. Claim 42 is vague and indefinite because it depends form canceled claim 26, 
which is unclear and confusing. 
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5. Claims 32, 33, 35, 40, 63-67, 72, 79-81 , 88-90, 1 04-1 06, 1 11 , 11 5-1 1 7 are 
allowed.
